New Officers of Student 

Council are Installed 

On Wednesday evening, May 6th, Jthe 
officers of the Student Government Association 
of Hollins College for the year 1931-32 were 
installed. The reading of the minutes of the 
last meeting on September 19th preceded the 
ceremony. The President of the Association, 
Jessie Pollard, then addressed the Student Body 
and Faculty. She recalled the changes that 
have taken place during this session, and while 
recognizing these improvements, suggested two 
things which should be cherished and preserved. 
First, the honor system must be retained, im¬ 
proved and revitalized. To do this the student 
must realize her responsibilities to Student 
Government and to herself, so that future 
violations of the rules will be unintentional and 
self-reported. Secondly, the relation between the 
Student Body, the Faculty and the administra¬ 
tion must be encouraged. Stressing the princi¬ 
ples which such relations give the student, the 
President outlined several ways by which ap¬ 
preciation may be shown—chiefly by coopera¬ 
tion in the preparation for post-holiday classes. 
In closing, the President paid an especial tribute 
to Miss Williamson for her understanding and 
gracious cooperation. 

Miss Pollard then presented the gavel to 
Leonora Alexander, expressing confidence in the 
strength and freshness of the new Council. In 
a few words the incoming President suggested 
the need for a self government rather than a 
Student Government, saying that only through 
strict adherence to the interpretations of the 
rules made by the Student Council and by the 
use of the double reporting system could this, 
the primary aim of a Student Government, be 
achieved.

The cast for the Commencement Play, Bonds 
of Interest, by Jacinto Benavente, a Spanish 
dramatist, has been announced and rehearsals 
have already begun. The leading part, that of 
Crispin, clever and amusing servant to Leande, 
has fallen to Caroline Stanley. The lovers, 
Leande and Sylvia, are to be Clare Stone and 
Catherine Witschen. The play, which has an 
unusually large number of characters, has a 
remarkably well-balanced cast, and we are 
awaiting with eagerness its performance on 
May 30th, the Saturday before Commencement. 
Moreover, the plot itself is highly amusing. 
Crispin, the servant “par excellence,” manages 
multiple antics and escapades with the acme of 
wit and cleverness. The whole play is char¬ 
acterized by color, action, vividness and bril¬ 
liance. The richness of the Spanish seventeenth 
century background is greatly enhanced by a 
charming love affair between the handsome 
Leande and bewitching Sylvia.

Miss Slothower Talks on 
Family Welfare Work 

In Convocation on Wednesday, April 29th, 
Miss Doris Slothower spoke to the Student 
Body on Social Work. After telling something 
of this work as carried on by the Family Wel¬ 
fare Association in Baltimore, with which she 
is connected, Miss Slothower gave reasons why 
she thought Social Service should be of interest 
to everyone, especially to college graduates who 
are considering entering this field. Social Wel¬ 
fare is rapidly becoming one of the constructive 
sciences, aiming at a treatment of the causes as 
well as the effects of human suffering. Women 
graduating from college were urged to enter 
this type of work, as the field is not at all 
crowded and there is very little competition 
with men. Miss Slothower ended her talk by 
saying that the human contacts to be found in 
Social Work form invaluable preparation for 
later life.

Hollins Winner in Debate 
with William and Mary 

Last Monday night Hollins met William 
and Mary in its first intercollegiate debate. 
The subject for debate was: “Women’s colleges 
give women a better preparation for life thap 
co-educational colleges do.” The affirmative 
was upheld by Mildred Raynolds and Kent 
Millsaps, of Hollins, and the negative by Louise 
Lang and Eleanore Buchanan, of William and 
Mary. The judges were Mr. F. X. Parsons, a 
Roanoke lawyer, Judge R. C. Jackson, of 
Roanoke, and Mr. G. Prufer, a professor at 
Roanoke College. 

Though the speakers were dressed very 
formally, the debate itself was quite informal. 
All four speeches were well organized and con¬ 
vincing. The delivery of Miss Buchanan, who 
gave her debate without notes, was especially 
fine. It was the rebuttal, however, given by 
Miss Raynolds, that determined Hollins’ victory. 
Miss Raynolds’ actions spoke louder than words 
when, in answer to the negative point that girls 
did not see men very often on a co-ed campus, 
she said, “If you only see men, weary-eyed and 
tired at eight in the morning, and eat between 
them at lunch—well,” and threw her arms 
in the air with a look of despair. “My opponent 
said that life has been coordinate since the 
Garden of Eden,” Miss Raynolds continued, 
“I hesitate to mention anything about Biblical 
history when Doctor Taylor is sitting before 
me, but I heard that Original Sin—” She got 
no farther for the chapel rang with applause 
and the timekeeper, Dr. McGinis, sounded the 
bell which signaled the end of the first Hollins 
intercollegiate debate. Both Kent and Mildred 
are to be congratulated for their excellent work. 
May the coming debaters meet with equal 
success.
